Attorney General 
Answers County 
Probate Judge 


Attorney General Charles A. 
Graddick recently said that because the 
1983 Legislative election is a special 
election, probate judges are not 
required by law to publish a list of 
qualified electors 

However, Graddick’s opinion noted 
that publication of the list would be 
necessary in some areas where the 
reapportionment of legislative districts 
has resulted in changes in precinct 
lines. The following question was raised 
by Coffee County Probate Judge Marion 


“@runson: 


‘‘l am confused about my re- 
sponsibility to publish a list of the 
qualified electors of Coffee County in 
anticipation of the upcoming election of 
state legislators as ordered by the 
federal court. My first problem comes 
in determining whether or not the Court 
has ordered a primary election, a 
general election or a special general 
election, The provisions of Code of 
Alabama 1975, Section 17-4-129, 
provides for publication of a poll list ‘on 
or before the 20th day preceding the 
regularly scheduled primary election’. I 
am interested to know what publication 
or publications of the voter list are 
required by me for this upcoming 
election.’ 

In the answer, the attorney general 
stated: 

‘*As you point out, the Code only 
requires that the list be published prior 
to the regularly scheduled primary

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continue under our present policy, 
which restricts smoking in certain 
areas, with written permission from the 
students’ parents required,"’ stated 
Vaughan. ‘‘During the first semester all 
parents and students will be informed 
about the new rules and the punishment 
to violators.

The policy adopted last week simply 
states a student can't have any type of 
tobacco in his/her possession at school 
during regular school hours.

The idea to include the new policy to 
teachers was dropped, due to the rule 
being unconstitutional. The teachers 
will be allowed to use tobacco, but only 
in certain areas at specified times. 

The official word on the cost of 
asbestos removal was announced by 
Supt. Vaughan, who reported it would 
cost $21,000 to remove the material 
from the county buildings. The 
asbestos, located in two classrooms in 
Kinston and the cafeteria at New 
Brockton High School will be removed 
during the Christmas holidays.

Oct. 1, with the construction expected to 
take eight to ten months.

The continuing challenge 
of finding new controls and 
eventual cures for leukemia 
and related diseases has 
received a major boost 
through the funding of 100 
new research grants by the 
Leukimia Society of America. 

Approximately one-third 
of the money that supports 
these programs comes from 
the annual door-to-door 
campaign held each 
September. In Alabama 


26,000 volunteers will be 
canvassing the 
neighborhoods seeking 
support. 


In announcing the new 
grants, which bring the 
Society's current research 
commitment toa new grants, 
which bring the Society's 
current research 
commitment to a new high of 
approximately $3.8 million, 
Ira C. Mitchell, Jr., 
executive director of the 
Society's Alabama Chapter, 
noted that research support 
increased by over half a 
million dollars from last year. 

All new Leukimia Society 
grants were recently 
increased by $2,000 per year. 
The .new.. investigators 
include 15 Scholars, who will 


receive $135,000 over a five 
year period, and 37 Special 
Fellows and 47 Fellows, 
whose awards are $41,000 
and $34,000 respectively, for 
two year periods. : 

Mitchell noted further 
that although exciting 
research progress has been 
made, there will be 
approximately 24,000 new 
cases of leukimia this year 
and more than 16,000 
deaths. 

As.of Julyl, the Leukimia 
Society is supporting a 
record number of 190 
researchers at 87 institutions 
throughout the United States 
and abroad,

Wheat Farmers Have Protection 


Coffee County farmers 
who participate in the 1984 
wheat ‘tcreage reduction 
program will be eligible for 
target price protection at 
$4.45 per bushel, price 
support loans at $3.30 per 
bushel and payment-in-kind 
at 75 percent of the program 
yield, according to Robert 


English, chai-man of the 
Coffee Gs sc 
Committee. 


Recently announced by 


USDA, the 1984 wheat 
program contains a 30 
reduction 


percent acreage 
requirement and a 10 to 20 
percent PIK option for 
farmers who divert 
additional land. It does not 
contain advance deficiency 
payments. The signup 
period begins January 16 and 
ends February 24. 
English said program 
pants will be required 
to limit their 1984 wheat 
planted acreage to no more 
than 70 percent of the farm's 
wheat base, and devote to 
conservation uses eligible 
cropland equal to 42.86 


percent of their planted and 
payment-in-kind acres. ‘‘The 
1984 acreage base will be the 
average of the acres planted 
and considered planted to 
wheat in 1982 and 1983."" 
Farmers participating in 
the PIK program will not 
receive wheat from 


Commodity Credit Corpora-, 


tion stocks. Producers who 
sign in the progr>™ will 
agree to use their out- 
Standing reserve loans first 
and regular price support 
loans second, and those with 
no outstanding loans will 
agree to harvest for PIK. 
English said producers with 
no outstanding loans and 
who are unable to harvest for 
PIK will not receive a PIK 
payment. 

As in the 1983 crop 
program, land designated for 
conservation uses must have 
been devoted to row crops or 
small grains in two of the last 


three years except for a 
summer fallow farm 
“*Under summer fallow 
rules, the land must be 
acreage that would have 
ghey 


been planted to small grains 
or row crops in 1984 in the 
absence of the wheat 
program,” said Mr. English. 
Haying will not be per- 
mitted on the conservation 
use acreage. However, the 
acreage may be grazed 
except during the six 
principal growing months. 
English said that offsetting 
and cross-complianc> will not 
apply to the 1984 program. 
The 1984 wheat crop will 
not be eligible for immediate 
entry into the grain reserve. 
The ASCS official said the 
size of the reserve will be 
reviewed before regular 
price support loans for the 
1984 crop reach maturity and 
a ceiling may be placed on 
the size of the wheat reserve 
at that time which will 
preclude entry of the crop

Phases Of Alcoholism..... 


SIXTH IN A SERIES 
PHASES OF ALCOHOLISM

The first articles of this 
series depicted the 
alcoholic’s progress from the 
contact phase to the chronic 
phase of alcoholism and how 
he was affected at each point 
on the way. It was shown that 
he could go from an 
occasional user of alcohol to 
the addiction stage and then 
into chronic alcoholism. 
When chronic alcoholism 
was reach, he had become 
completely powerless 
alcohol and because of his 


over: 


life was unmanageable. 
When he arrived at this 
point, it was ascertained that 
something had to be done or 
he would die a premature 
death or be confined to an 
institution for complete 
custodial care. The other 
alternative was to enter a 
program of treatment 
whereby he can learn to live 
his life one day at the time 
without ingesting any alcohol 
into his system. 


This program of treat- 
ment has worked and is 
working for hundreds of 
thousands of people all over 


the world. There is 
absolutely no evidence of a 
person becoming a 


**normal”’ drinker again after 
reaching the chronic phase. 
He has a disease that can 
never be cured-only 
arrested. However, before 
portraying the help available 


and the methods used, one 
point needs to be 
emphasized. An abuser of 
alcohol does not need to go 
through the entire 
progressive phases of 
alcoholism before he can be 
helped. The progression may 
be interrupted at any point, 
the earlier the better. The 
reason treatment centers are 
seeing younger persons 
today with alcoholsim than a 
few years ago is that the 
earlier signs of this affliction 
are being recognized and the 
progression has been 
interrupted before -it has 
reached its ultimate course. 

It is not true that you 
can't help a person with 
alcoholism until that person 
wants help, or feels a need 
for help, or feels a need for 
help. The technique being 
used more and more recently 
has been that of a non- 
judgmental confrontation. 


Forestry Dept. Concerned 


“Wildlife is an extremely 
important forest product,” 
noted c.W. Roberts 
Alabama Forestry Commis- 
sion supervisor for Coffee 
County, in an interview this 
week. 

“It is probably most im- 
portant to the thousands who 
hunt here in our County and 
State,"’ he added, ‘but many 
others also reguard wildlife 
as important, not just game 
animals and fish,"’ Roberts 
said. Bird lovers, those 
interested in protecting rare 
and endangered species, 
Scientists and other types of 
people are all concerned with 
wildlife. 

Roberts further stated, 
“The Forestry Commission 
is most vitally concerned 
with the wildlife issue. Al- 


though the Conservation 
Department is the State 
agency involved with the 
numbers of game animals 
and fish harvested, the AFC 
is primarily concerned with 
their habitat, the singly most 
important controlling factor 
concerning all forms of wild- 
life. This is where they live 
and survive,’ he said. 
“Since wildlife manage- 
ment and protection,’ he 
observed, “‘are compatible 
with other forest uses, under 
the Commission's multiple- 
use policy wildlife habitat is 
to be managed as favorably 
as possible for wildlife while 
staying compatible with 
other forest uses,’’ Roberts 
stated. He explained that 
the AFC aims for ail 
commercial forestlands to be 


under multiple-use manage- 
ment by the year 2000, 
habitat provision in suffi- 
cient quantity would provide 
game, non-game and threat- 
ened or endangered species 
with protection. 


*“*Many other public 
agencies also offer technical 
and educational advice and 
assistance in habitat 
establishment and 
improvement," said super- 
visor Roberts, ‘‘and some of 
our Coffee County 
landowners may want to 
contact me about this possi- 
bility, since it can fit in well 
with whatever lagd-use pro- 
grams they are nOw carrying 
on as their primary purpose 


When a person is showing 
signs of alcoholism, at any 
state of its development, do 
not wait until that person 
“hits bottom.’’ Instead 
confront that person. Help 
him to understand that 
alcohol is a drug and what 
that drug is doing to his 
person, his job, his relation- 
ship with others. Do not 
protect that person from the 
consequences of his alcoholic 
behavior. The sooner he 
comes to grips with the 
seriousness of his problem, 
the sooner he realizes that 
there is something better to 
be had than the alcoholic 
merry-go-round he is on, 
then the sooner he will be 
motiviated for recovery and 
sobriety. 

This article has been 
referring to alcoholic persons 
or persons with alcoholism as 
sell as alcoholics. This is 
because, in essence, they are 
people, people with 
problems, and the sooner we 
treat them as such the easier 
it will be dealing with their 
problems. The problem is not 
merely a substance, the 
problem is with a person, a 
person who needs love, 
understanding, reassurance, 
and supporter for the gaining 
and maintaining of his 
sobriety. 

There are many ways that 
this early confrontation is 
taking place today with 
person who are demonstra- 
ting some of the progressive 
symptoms of alcoholism. One 
of the main ones is on the 
job. As industry and labor 
begin to work together in 
recognizing the symptoms of 
alcoholism among 
employees, there is a move 
to confront these persons 
with the consequences of 
their behavior. They may be 
given the choice of either 
seeking treatment or looking 


of ownership,”’ he for a new job. There is 
concluded. evidence that such and 
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ap#roach has helped workers 
recover from alcoholism 
while still manifesting some 
‘of the earlier symptoms, long 
before ‘hitting bottom."’ 
Often young drivers, 
charged with DWI (drunk 
driving) are fortunate 
enough to have been referred 
to an alcoholism treatment 
program as a condition of 
their probation. Studies have 
shown that up to 40 percent 
of those arrested for DWI 


have other symptoms of 
alcoholism. Because they 
have been confronted 


through a DWI conviction, 
many have been able to get 
into treatment programs and 
gain their sobriety long 
before they might have 
under other circumstances. 

Today more research is 
being done of the subject of 
alcoholism than at any time 
in history. Several 
authorities have come to 
believe that alcoholism can 
be prevented as well as 
arrested and treated.

grass and does not provide 
the lush green lawns as the 
Bermuda grasses and Zoysia 
grasses. If you try to fertilize 
Centipede to have this type 
of lawn, then it has a lot of 
problems, mainly in just 
dying out in areas. Another 
drawback of Centipede is 
that it can stand very little 
traffic. Any playing or 
walking tends to take out 
Centipede pretty quickly. 

For a grass that requires 
very little fertilizer and very 
little maintenance, 
Centipede would be an 
excellent choice. 


TURNIP PLANTING 

If you were one of the 
fortunate to get a good 
season in the ground, you 
may want to put in a small 
plot of turnips. Fertilize the 
plot with about 10 pounds of 
complete fertilizer per 100 
feet of row before the land is 
prepared.

Increasing Efficiency 
Is Topic Of Meeting 


Research aimed at increas- 
ing efficiency of farm produc- 
tion, either by reducing input 
costs or boosting yeild 
without increasing costs, 
caught the attention of 
drought-worried farmers 
attending the Aug. 23 crops 
field day at Alabama 
Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion’s Wiregrass Substation, 
headland. 

Dr. Rob Martin, Experi- 
ment Station economist, told 
about a new peanut produc- 
tion project that is comparing 
recommended and reduced 
inputs of seeding, weed con- 
trol, and leafspot control and 
standard versus narrow 
rows. Results indicate poten- 
tial savings or improvements 
in efficency in some of the 
practices. 

Use of twin, seven inch 


‘tows boosted peanut yields 


340 pounds per acre without 
any increase in cost, Martin 
told the 110 attending the 
program and research tour at 
the Auburn University 
research unit. Reducing 
fungicide spray rate by 50 
percent and-increasing the 
spray interval gave equal 
returns to using 
recommended rates in the 
preliminary findings, Martin 
said, even though yield was 
slightly reduced when lower 
rates of fungicide were used. 

Cutting seeding rate of 
peanuts from i100 to 60 
pounds per acre caused no 
yield reduction, Substation 
Superintendent J.G. Starling 
reported, so the lower rate is 
more profitable. This was 
true with either standard 
36-inch rows or the twin, 
seven-inch rows. Most 
farmers plant 120 to 130 
pounds of seed per acre, 
Starling said, so there are 
good opportunities for 
reducing costs by planting 


the lower rate if good quality 
seed are used, 

The serious drought that is 
damaging Wiregrass crops 
appeared to be uppermost in 
the minds of farmers 
attending the day. But 
weather and economic pro- 
blems make it even more 
important that farmers keep 
up to date on latest techno- 
logy available from research, 
Dr. William A. Curtis, Jr., 
district agent for the 
Alabama Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service, noted in intro- 
ducing the field day pro- 
gram. 


Dr. Tim Mack, Experiment 
Station entomology re- 
searcher, said his research 
indicates that the three- 
cornered alfalfa’ hopper is a 
serious pest of peanuts, 
which would make it a new 
name on the list of peanut 
damaging insects. 

Involvement of the three- 
cornered alfalfa hopper 
showed up last year on 
peanuts treated with 
Toxaphene, which controlled 
that pest while allowing a 
buildup of corn earworm. A 
reduced yield was expected 
because of the corn earworm 
buildup, Mack said, but 
instead there was a 
consistent yield increase of 
750 pounds per acre as a 
result of controlling the stem 
girdling, three- cornered 
alfalfa hopper. 

No-till grain sorghum pro- 
duciton of 130 bushels per 
acre was reported by Diane 
Richerl. She said the crop 
was planted in 24-inch rows. 

Other research shown 
included projects dealing 
with variety testing, nema- 
tode control in peanuts, and 
tillage methods for wheat, 
grain sorghum, soybeans, 
and peanuts. 


EIA Is Deadly To Horses 


A deadly disease 
affecting horses could 
become a serious problem in 
Alabama if horse owners 
aren't cautious about 
keeping the disease under 
control. 

The disease, Equine In- 
fectious Anemia, EIA, 
commonly called sqamp 
fever, is a virus that has a 
mortality rate of up to 70 
percent and is extremely 
‘hard to detect. EIA takes 
several forms and resembles 
many other diseases that 
cause fevers. 


To check for EIA, all 
horses should have a blood 
sample taken by a 
veterinarian. Then a 
Coggins test, which is the 
only method of diagnosing: 
EIA accurately, is performed 
at the diagnostic lab in 
Auburn. 

The list of symptoms 
caused by the virus includes 
large amounts of urine, a 
fever that comes and goes, 
gradual weight loss despite a 
big appetite, weakness, 
Staggering and many more. 
All of these symptoms may 
be observed, but any com- 
bination may occur. 

The virus may also be 
latent. A horse may not 
show any signs of being sick, 
but still could have the 
disease. These horses are 
known as carriers. A carrier 
horse can pass the disease on 
to other horses, and the 
disease may become active in 
the carrier horse at any time. 

EIA is transmitted to 
other horses in many ways. 
Horse flies are the main 
carriers in the insect world, 
and owners using the same 
syringe needle on several 
horses may also pass the 
disease on to uninfected 
horses. The adage ‘‘one 
needle-one horse’’ should be 
followed. 

There is no cure or 
vaccine for EIA and when a 
horse is infected he has the 
virus for the rest of his life.

Horses afflicted with the 
disease should either be 
destroyed or quarantined. 
Some owners may choose 
to keep a horse with EIA for 
sentimental reasons or 
because the horse is valuable 
or useful. If a diseased 
animal! is kept, he should not 
be within feet of any 
other horses. 

Horses that are 
diagnosed in Alabama with 
EIA are brahded on the neck, 
usually under the mane, with 
the prefix 64A and a number 
following it. If a horse is for 
sale with a brand on the neck 


and the purchaser isn’t clear 
on the meaning of the brand, 
he should contact a 
veterinarian, 

*‘It’s illegal to sell a horse 
with EIA except, under 
permit from an accredited 
veterinarian, for slaughter,’’ 
Bobby Pruitt, Chief of the 
Enforcement Section of the 
Alabama Department of Ag- 
riculture and Industries, 
said, ‘*People will buy these 
horses thinking they are 
getting some special horse,"’ 
Pruitt said, ‘‘but what they 
really are getting is a sick 


horse that could pass the 
disease on to other horses."’ 

The prefixes of the 
brands in Alabama's sur- 
rounding states are Florida- 
S8A, Tennessee-63A, 
Mississippi-65A and Georgia 
-S7A. 


A horse purchased out of 
state must have a negatives 
Coggins test before it is 
allowed to enter Alabama.

All Around Coffee County

PEANUT HARVESTING 


Coffee County farmers 
are getting ready to harvest 
the 1983 peanut crop. There 
are two big problems 
associated with harvesting. 
One is when to dig. The other 
is being able to dig. Weather 
is the big factor in when 
peanuts are harvested. 


A few days ago I talked 
with a peanut producer and 
recommended that he put on 
another application of 
fungicide to his entire peanut 
crop even though he plans to 
dig September 10. The 
reason I recommended 
another fungicide treatment 
is that those peanuts which 
he plans to dig on the 10th of 
September may not be dug 
until the last of September 
because of weather. 

Examine each field and 
depending on the health of 
the vines and the history of 
that field, try to dig when 80 
percent of the peanut hulls 
have turned dark or are 
beginning to turn dark in the 
hulls. You'll need to check 
each field carefully a couple 
of times a week to determine 
the best time. 


Dr. Ogburn of Auburn 
University pointed out 
recently that about one 
person in three killed 
accidentally in the United 
States is age 24 or younger. 
Accidents are the leading 
cause of death for all persons 
age 1 to 34 and especially for 
those ages 1 to 24. 

Ogburn concluded, ‘‘We 
must protect our young 
people from harm. Then as 
they grow up teach them how 
to perform all of their 
activities safely.

A CLOSE LOOK AT RESIDUE 


Soil Conservation Service 


Americans always want 
to destroy waste. We bury it, 
burn it, recycle it, or even 
throw it into the sea. 

That’s about the way 
many farmers feel about crop 
residue. They say “‘it’s a 
waste, so let's do away with 
it.’’ But there’s a lot to be 
said about residue left 
behind after cotton, beans, 
corn, and other crop 
harvests. When you get right 
down to it, a latge amount of 
soil nutrients are stored in 
crop residue, And residue, 
properly managed, can do 
much more than return 
wheat the plant took out of 
the soil to make the crop. 


Since soybeans use the 
largest slice of the state's 
cropland, let's take a close 
look at their residue. 
According to estimates of the 
U.S. Soil Conservation 
Service, an average crop of 
soybeans will produce about 
four tons of residue per acre. 
This residue contains about 
90 pounds of nitrogen, 20 
pounds of phosphate, and 50 
pounds of potash. Most of 
this can be returned to the 
soil for future use, if the 
residue is managed right. 
But if it’s burned, just about 
all of the nitrogen goes up in 
smoke. Burning also takes 
cover off the soil, and the 
organic value of the residue 
is cut to a minimum. 

Lots of farmers plow 
following harvest, but 
farmers say fall plowing isn’t 
necessary anymore. One 
thing is sure, if soybean 
fields are plowed in the fall, 
soil is bare to winter rains 
and erosion is increased. 
When soil washes off fields, 
the sediment contains about 
five times the organic matter 
of the soil in the field. What 
that means is that your best 
soil washes away. Residue on 
the land's surface can stop 
most soil from eroding. 

Some say you have to 
plow residue into the soil to 
get the most good from it. 
Not so, conservationists say. 


Most soybean residue left on 
the soil surface will 
decompose by spring. The 
humus in the organic matter 
is liquid, and it seeps down 
into the soil. There are other 
advantages of leaving 
residue on the land. You save 
a trip or two over the field 
when fall plowing is stopped. 
That saves fuel and labor. 
Also residue left on the soil 
surface not only keeps 5 to 10 
tons of soil per acre in the 
field, but keeps it out of 
ditches and water areas. 
Many soil and water 
conservation district 
cooperators are taking a 
close look at their fields 
before they stick plows or 
matches to them after 
harvest. How about you?

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Immunization Survey 


To Be Made 


During the early part of 
September many parents of 
two-year-old children across 
Alabama will be asked what 
immunizations (shots) their 
baby has received. This 
request for information is 
part of a survey conducted 
annually by the Division of 
Immunization. Alabama 
Department of Public Health 
to determine how well young 
children in Alabama are 
protected from the seven 
serious childhood diseases: 
measles, mumps, rebella, 
diphtheria, tetanus, 
pertussis (whooping cough) 
and polio. 

Results of surveys 
conducted in recent years 
show that 80 percent of 
Alabama's two-year-old 
population is being 
adequately protected from 
these diseases each year. 
Ideally this percentage 
should improve each year 
until every Alabama infant is 
routinely getting all 
recommended shots by age 
two. ‘‘While protection 
levels have not dropped,” 


comments Al Harry, 
Immunization Program 
Administrator, ‘‘we cannot 


forget that the remaining 20 
percent of Alabama’s two- 


year-olds represent 
thousands of children who 
are needlessly vulnerable to 


the harmful effects of 
vaccine- 
preventable childhood 


diseases. Parents need to the 
diseases. Parents need to be 
aware that the basic series of 
immunizations should begin 
at two [2] months of age and 
if the recommended schedule 
is followed, the series will be 
complete except for boosters 
by age two.”’ 


Information obtained 
from the annual survey is 
used to locate specific areas 
of the state where immuniza- 
tion levels are low enough 
that outbreaks of disease 
could occur among 
preschool-age children. 
Special activities may then 
be planned to alert parents to 
the importance of childhood 


immunizations and_ to 
acquaint them with 
immunization services 


available in their county. 

Parents who receive the 
survey are asked to provide 
as accurate data as 
possible and to return the 
form to the Alabama 
Department of Public Health 
promptly.

The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session Monday, September 
12, at the courthouse in Elba and heard 
Mr. Jack Richburg announce that his 
company would no longer provide rural 
garbage pickup beginning October 1, 
1983. 

Richburg was the first visitor at 
Monday's meeting and asked, ‘‘l need 
to know .. . am I still in the garbage 
business?"’ 

Richburg, who has operated R & R 
Solid Waste, a private garbage 
collection service, for the past two 
years, had come to the commission on 
numerous occasions during the two 
years seeking financial aid, and recently 
was given a $1000 a month supplement 
for six months. The supplement ended 
last month and Richburg was back 
Monday asking for continued aid,

The councilmen quickly approved a 
proposed budget that had been pre- 
pared by Mayor Bob English and 
presented to them a week earlier. There 
was little discussion, as councilmen 
apparently had made_ individual 
inquiries on items in the budget they 
didn’t understand. The total of the 
budget expenditure for 1983-84 is 
$1,161,288. The anticipated income is 
$56,662 higher than this, which leaves a 
surplus of this amount to cover shortfall 
in revenue or unexpected expenses. 

The second largest expenditure is in 
the police department which is 
estimated to cost $238,000 for the year, 
plus $16,500 for two new cars. 

Largest is the street department 
with $261,500 budgeted plus $30,000 in 
added funds for street paving and 
$19,000 for two new trucks. The street 
department includes the garbage 
pickup. 

Administration expenses come in 
third with $189,000. This includes 
insurance and payroll taxes for all 
departments, which is a tidy sum, 
exceeding $100,000. 

Payment of borrowed money comes 
in next with $161,043 a year scheduled 
for this obligation. Three of these loans 
were for the Elba school system and one 
was for the 1968 sewer system 
expansion - a forty-year loan that still 
has most of the half-million dollars yet 
to be repaid to FHA. 


The city council adopted a new DUI 
ordinance, effective today (Thursday) 
that places a stiffer penalty on drivers 
conviced of driving under the influence 
of alcohol, 
same guidelines ,established by the 
Alabama legislature earlier this year. 

Mrs. Beverly Gwin requested the 
council officially close Donaldson Drive 
if in fact it was a public street. She 
noted the street only served her home 
and that a gate had been installed at one

end for several years. Mayor English 
appointed two members of the council, 
Frances Trammell and Cleo Hawkins, to 
take whatever legal means were 
necessary to comply with Mrs. Gwin's 
request. The council unanimously 
approved this action. 


Licenses for traveling merchants 
who want to sell one day in Elba before 
moving on will cost twice as much, 
following an ordinance change by the 
council. Previously the cost was $200 
but a vote to increase this to $400 was 
approved by the council with Council- 
man Charles Kennett voting against the 
matter. Kennett noted it was possibly 
unfair to make it harder for the people 
to buy at lower prices when they could. 

The council unanimously approved a 
resolution asking the Alabama legis- 
lature to name the portion of the Troy 
Highway from Bypass Street to Pea 
Creek the ‘Sheriff Neil Grantham 
Drive."’ The highway passes in front of 
the late sheriff's former grocery store. 
lhe popular sheriff was killed in the line 
of duty on March 1, 1979. 


Mayor English announced the 
approval of a federal grant to add four 
tennis courts to the recreation complex. 
The council approved accepting the 
50-50 matching grant, It is for $32,157. 
Councilman Charles Kennett opposed 
acceptance, noting the shortage of 
funds and other needs. 


Police Chief John White presented 
Policeman Dale Cobb for employment 
on a permanent basis. Cobb, of 
Luverne, is an experienced policeman 
and has completed the police academy 
... arequirement to be a police officer 
in Alabama, 


The final item of business was to 
approve payment of monthly bills 
totaling $17,852.26.

Renovation Of City Schools 
Estimated To Cost $260,000 


The Elba City School Board held a 
‘otigthy meeting last Thursday with 
most of the time being used to discuss 
the planned renovation of the high 
school and junior high buildings. 

Architects Chuck Dunseth and Mike 
Lee detailed their plans to the board 
members and asked opinions on 
alternates, colors, etc. A lengthy dis- 
cussion transpired on the bricking up of 
some windows, versus the additional 
cost of heating and cooling if the glass is 
left. 

Board members were told to expect 


advertising for bids on the renovation 
project by middle or late October. Cost 
is estimated at $260,000 without 
installing new seating in the audi- 
torium, These seats will be included in 
the bidding as alternates to be installed 
if funds are available. 

The board officially approved the 
hiring of Kenneth Senn as a science 
teacher in the junior high school, and 
also approved travel expense for 
Superintendent John Osburne to attend 
special meetings in Washington along 
with 19 other state superintendents. 


Osburn reported that school 
enrollment at Elba is down 41 from the 
same time last year, This is a total drop 
of 117 students in the two years since 
Osburn became superintendent. He 
noted that a positive sign was the 
increase this year in kindergarten 
students. Total enrollment this year is 
1315, 


September 27 has been designated 
as a work session for board members to 
make plans for setting a new budget.

City Of Elba Receives 
$32,157 Federal Grant 


Congressman Bill Dickinson 
announced this week that the National

private enterprise doing business in this 
county,’’ Martin said, ‘‘and when you 
asked for help the commission gave you 
$6000. This commission does care 
about the people of the county, and is 
aware of the garbage problems.

If we are 
going to supplement someone to pick up 
garbage, we should go out and 
advertise for bids. If it's legal, I'd like 
to get out of the garbage business 
altogether and just provide a landfill."’ 


“Lam willing to work out mattters, 
but I have to make ends meet,’ added 
Richburg. ‘Garbage pickup will always 
cost the county money! I'll pick it up for 
$1000 a month, and I don't think the 
county can operate the service for any 
less than that. I need to know what I'm 
supposed to do.” 

Richburg apparently had been 
negotiating a price with the commission 
for several weeks, and two proposals 
made by Richburg were made public 
Monday. One proposal would be an 
initial payment of $17,000, plus $1000 a 
month for one year, while the other 
called for an $8500 payment and $2000 a 
month for a year. According to 
Richburg, both proposals would add up 
to $36,000 in supplements for the 
three-vear contract, or $1000 a month 

Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
stated the commission's response to the 
proposals was not to accept either plan 


Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
made a motion to give Richburg $1000 a 
month through December to continue 
garbage pickup, but Richburg stated he 
couldn't accent the pian without further 
guarantees. The *n Was withdrawn 
and Richburg stated he would discon 
tinue service as of October 1 


County Attorney 
reminded the commission 1a 
Richburg’s contract included a $25,000 
performance bond and that Richburg 
was now in breach of the contract
